England. 

LONDON,  March  19. 

The  dilprstches  received  by  govern- 
ment from  lord  Kigin  and  lord  Keith  are 
not,  we  underftand,  calculated  to  excite 
very  fanguine  hopes  of  thsCuccefs  of  our  ' 
expedition  againll  Egypt. 

The  Chevailer  D'Almeida,  the  Portu- 
guefe  minifter,  is  recalled  from  our  court, 
and  the  arrival  of  his  official  fuccuflbr  is 
hourly  expected 

It  is  ftatedas  a  pofitive  fact,  in  a  pri- 
vate  letter  from  Copenhagen  that  mr. 
Drummon  who  had  been  left  charge  d'af- 
flairs,  at  thatcourt,  had  on  the  £rb  ii.ft. 
received  letters  from  London,  appoint- 
ing him  minifter  plenipotentiary  to  that 
couj^ 


It  is  alfo  ftated  in  private  letters  from 
Stockholm  that  a  fleet  of  12  men  of  war 
Li'u  d  from  Carlfcroon  on  the  I  nh  init. 
for  the  Sound.  The  favt  is  as  pditivc!\ 
avowed  in  this  letter,  as  the  appointment 
of  Mr.  Drummond  in  the  preceeding. 
For  the  reft,  it  is  hardly  probable  that  I  he 
ice  (hould  have  given  way  in  tlie  gulph  ol 
Finland. 

Government  have  received  advice,  that 
the  French  fquadron,  under  the  command 
of  admiral  Ganthcume,  patted  Carthage- 
na  on  the  2,5th  of  February,  having  been 
reinforced  by  two  Spanilh  fail  of  the  line, 
and  three  frigates  from  Cadiz. 

Letters  received  velterday  by  the  Ham- 
burg mail  from  Cadiz,  dated  the  8th  of 
February,  mention,  that  the  abfence  ol" 
fir  John  B  orlaife  Warren  from  cruifingofi 
that  port  has  permitted  tke  entry  of  feve- 
ral  (hips,  among  which  is  a  galleon  from 
Vera  Cruz. 

The  fame  letters  Mate  that  a  French 
corvette  has  captured  in  the  Souih  Seas  a 
Portuguefe  convoy  of  four  (hips  from  the 
Brazils,  which  have  been  carried  into 
Cayenne. 

A  cartel  arrived  ,  at  Plymouth  from 
Nantz  reports,  that  another  divifion  of 
the  Breft  fleet,  confuting  of  four  fail 
of  the  line  and  eight  frigates,  failed  from 
that  port,  fuppofed  to  be  deftined  for  the 
Eaft  Indies.  The  fliips  of  the  line  are 
laid  to  have  each  on  board  three  hundred 
troops,  and  each  of  the  frigates  as  many 
as  they  can  flow. 

It  is  now  (aid,  that  as  the  Portuguefe 
have  refufed  to  accede  to  the  heavy  terms 
propofed  by  Buonaparte,  a  treaty  has 
been  concluded  between  the  French  and 
Spaniards,  by  which  it  is  Itipulated  that 
Portugal  ill  all  be  conquered  and  guaran- 
teed to  Spain  by  the  French.  In  return 
for  which  they  are  to  yield  to  France  the 
provinces  of  Bifcay  and  Catalonia  in  old 
Spain,  and  two  ports  in  the  Brafils. 

The  channel  fleet  under  admiral  Corn 
wallis,  failed  from  Torbay  on  Sunday 
morning. 

March  20. 
A  letter  received  from  an  officer  of  the 
infhore  fquadron  offBreft,  dated  the  13th 
inft.  at  noon,  ftates,  that  there  were  feven 
fail  of  the  line,  befidcs  frigates,  cruifingto 
watch  the  motions  of  the  French  fleet. 
On  the  1 2th  the  guard  boat  fell  in  with 
and  captured  a  Spanilh  boat  belonging 
to  a  frigate  of  that  nation  in  Brelt.  They 
informed  our  people  that  they  were  now 
quite  ready  forfea,  in  dreft,  for  a  fecet 
expediti  m,  on  a  plan  ii.nilar  to  Ganthe- 
ume's  feven  fail  of  the  line  and  four  fri- 
gates and  corvettes  :  they  were  alfo  to 
take  in  troops,  and  to  try  to  get  out  the 
firft  N.  E.  wind.  In  confequence  of  this 
important  intelligence,  a  very  ftrict  look- 
out is  ordered  to  be  kept  throughout  the 
whole-u/flit  Britifh  fquadron. 

March  24.. 
His  majefty's  Chip  Mercury,  in  the  Me- 
diterranean, has  fallen  in  with  twenty 
fail  of  merchantmen,  laden  with  wine  and 
brandy,  from  Cete,  bound  for  Toulon,  of 
which  fifteen  were  made  prizes.  The 
fame  fliip  alfo  fell  in  with  and  captured 
a  French  corvette,  laden  with  arms  and 
ammunition,  out  one  day  from  Toulon, 
dellined  for  the  army  in  Egypt.  All  the 
prizes  have  been  carried  into  Minorca. 

March  25. 
Letters  from  Conftantinople,  dated  Fe  - 
bruary  18,  Mate  ;  that  the  Englifh  fleet 
had  failed  for  Egypt,  and  that  the  Turk- 
ifli  fleet  would  fail  in  12  days.  It  is  af- 
fertedthat  gen.  Abercrombie  had  offered 
gen.  Menoti  an  honorable  capitulation, if 
he  would  evacuate  Egypt  with  his  troops 
and  return  to  France  ;  but  had  received, 
fay  thefe  letters,  a  pcfitive  refufal.  The 
Englifh  expect  the  co-oneration  of  6000 
men  from  the  Eaft-Indies,  which  will 
give  employment  to  the  French  on  the 
ealteni  part  of  Egypt,  while  gen.  Aber- 
crombie attacks  the  country  on  the  north- 
ern and  weitern  (ides. 

It  is  ftr.ted  in  private  letters,  that  the 
En-liih  conful  at  Hamburgh  has  given 
an  intimation  to  all  Britifh  fliips  to  de- 
part out  of  the  Elbe.  It  is  certainly  pro- 
bable that  if  the  Conful  has  beenconfult- 
ed,  he  has  given  the  mod  pr.ident  advice  ; 
but  while  the  king  of  Pniffia  waits  forth? 
ultimatum  of  the  court  of  London,  and 
while  we  know  what  hopes  are  entertain- 
ed of  bringing  the  difficulties  in  the 
North  of  Europe  to  an  amicable  termina- 
tion, no  pofitive  conclufton  can  be  drawn 
from  this£ircumfls*rce. 

It  appears  from  our  Hamburgh  letters, 
that  intuJ'jgence  of  the  failing  of  fir  Hvde 
Parker's  fleet  for  the  north  fea,  was 
received  thereon  the  17th  or  18th,  and 
would  be  immediately  tranfmitted  to' Co- 
penhagen ;  fo  that  it  is  probable  that' the 
Danifh  government  would  have  a  fhort 
warning  of  its  approach.  No  farther  in- 
telligence has  been  received  from  the 
North  Sea  fleet,  but  may  now  be  expected 
every  moment. 

It  is  mentioned  in  the  Pari?  papers, 


that  on  Mr.  WiclTham*'  baing  informed 
that  the  minifter  of  the  Elector  of  Mentz 
had  voted  for  the  ratification  of  the  peace 
he  gave  notice  to  the  Elector  that  the  En- 
glifh Sublidies  would  be  discontinued. 

Admiral  Gravina  has  fucceeded  admi-  I 
ral  Mafleredo  in  the  command  of  the  Spa- 
nilh. fleet  in  Brett  harbor. 

A  letter  from  Peterfburg,  dated,  the 
9th  of  Feb.  contains  the  following  official 
note  : 

"  His  majefty  the  emperor  of  all  the 
Rufiias,  being  defirous  of  giving  to  his 
faithful  allies  a  frefli  proof  of  the  zeal 
with  which  he  is  animated  for  the  luc- 
oefs  of  the  maratime  confederacy  of  the 
north,  and  wilhing  to  prevent  the  Er.- 
;lifh  from  procuring  by  means  of  other 
nations,  any  articles  neceflary  for  the  e- 
quipment  of  their  marine,  at  a  moment 
when  all  direct  commerce  with  Raffia  is 
prohibited,  has  judged  it  expedient  to  for- 
bid all  exportation  of  fucli  articles  from 
the  ports  ofRuflia."  This  refolution, 
which  flic.vs  that  his  Imperial  Majefty 
does  not  hefitate  to  facrifice  the  interell 
of  his  empire  to  the  caufe  in  which  he 
embarked, has  been  notified  by  an  official 
declaration  to  the  Swedifh  amb:  (Tador; 
and  alfo  to  the  niinifters  of  Pruflu  and 
Denmark. 

According  to  one  of  the  Paris  Journals 
a  plot  againft  the  life  of  Menou  has  been 
difcovered  at  Cairo. 

There   is  a  report  in  the  foreign  pa- 
pers, that  the  Duke  of  Parma,  who  has 
got  Tufcany  by  the  treaty  of  Luneville, 
will  take  the  title  of  King  of  Etruria. 
March  27. 

Letters  from  Frankfort  mention,  that 
no  doubt  is  entertained  of  the  perfect  a- 
gre<  ment  of  France  and  the  Emperor, 
with  the  concurrence  of  Pruffia  refpect- 
ing  the  divifion  and  fpoliation  of  the  Em- 
pire.—  The  conditions  were  doubllefs 
fettled  before  the  interchange  of  figna- 
tures  at  Luneville.  They  are  carefully 
kept  fecret,  however,  left  the  Ecclefialti- 
cal  States  fliould  intrigue  againft  their 
performance ;  if  they  knew  what  fate 
was  in  (tore  for  them. 

The  fortifications  of  Mentz  it  is  faid 
are  about  to  be  levelled,  and  the  city  to 
be  declared  a  free  town,  upon  the  foot- 
ing of  Frankfort  and  Leipfic,  with  two 
strand  fairs  every  year. 

March  28. 

It  is  faid  that  Denmark  and  Sweden 
are  difpofed  to  lilten  to  negotiations,  and 
that  the  new  minifters  are  ready  to  con- 
vince thofe  powers  they  will  gain  more 
by  reforting  to  pacific  arragements,  than 
to  thofe  of  a  hoftile  nature,  efpecially  on 
a  queftion,  the  principles  of  which,  are 
interwoven  with  the  exiltence  of  our  navy 
and  of  courfe,  with  the  fecurity  and  prof- 
perity  of  the  Britifli  nation. 

One  of  the  laft  Paris  papers  contains 
the  following  article,  which  it  ftates  to 
have  extracted  from  a  paper  of  confidera- 
ble  authority  publilhed  in  the  north  of 
Germany  : — Prince  Adolphus  of  England 
Governor  of  Hanover,  is  at  Berlin,  where 
he  has  been  invited  ;  it  has  been  notified 
that  all  reliitance  will  be  ufelefs  for  de- 
fending Hanover,  iince  the  occupation  of 
that  country  by  the  Pruffian  troops  was 
a  thing  irrevocably  agreed  upon  between  II 
the  king  of  Prudia,  the  emperor  of  Rullia,  | 
and  the  French  government. 

An  armiltice  has  at  length  been  conclu-  jj 
ded  between  the  French  and  the  king  of| 
Naples,  under  the  mediation  of  Rulfia.  I 
The  firft  effect  of  this  convention  was  to 
order  the  departure  of  all  the  Englifh 
(Kipping  in  all  the  ports  of  his  Sicilian 
majefty;  and  to  order  that  no  Englifh  vef- 
ft  ls  (hall  in  future  have  accefs  to  them. 
The  fame  order  extends  to  TurkifU  fliips. 
The  Englifh  merchants  at  Naples  have 
requefted  paffports  to  return  home. 

The  French  frigate,  the  African,  has 
been  captured  in  the  Mediterranean,  af- 
ter an  obftinate  engagement  of  four  hours 
during  which  flie  loft  her  captain,  two 
lieutenants  and  127  men  killed  176  woun- 
ded. The  Englifh  fliip  that  took  her  is 
mentioned  in  the  Moniteur. 
A  private  letter  from  Pera,  of  the  1 6th 
ultimo,  contains  the  following  interefting 
paragraph:  "I  can  this  day  give  you  the 
illHUH'U""  intelligence  that  of  the  twopar- 
ties,  which  now  divide  the  divan  or  Turk- 
ifh  council  of  ftate,  viz  the  Englifh  and 
Ruffian,  the  latter  has  gained  the  afcen- 
dencv.  On  this  account  lord  Elgin  has  fent 
his  fecratary  to  Rhodes,  with  inftructions 
to  general  Abcrcomie,  who  will  probably 
abandon  the  defcent  upon  Egypt,  if  it  has 
not  already  been  effect  ed. 

Italy. 

MILAN,  March  1. 
We  have  received  the  news  bv  the  wav 
of  Marfjilles  and  Genoa,  that  Ganthea- 
nine's  fquadron  .has  diretel  its  courfe 
towards  Toulon.  It  will  be  ftrcn^thed  bv 
bv  the  addition  of  the  fhips  m  that  har- 
bour, and  then  purine  its  deftinaton. 


Amei  ican  Intelligence. 

PHILADELPHIA,  May  26. 
On  the  22d  of  March,  all  the  private 
copper-bottomed  (hip*  and  brigs  in  1*  ranee 
were  put  in  requifition,  for  the  purpoic 
of  making  transports  of  them  for  the  in- 
tended expedition  againft  Portugal.  18, 
000  men  were  aflembled  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  Bourdeaux  and  were  to  be  in- 
creafed  to  30,000,  to  go  from  that  place 
againft  Portugal.  The  Portuguefe  am- 
baflador  paired  thro'  Bordeaux  on  the  2d 
of  March,  on  his  way  to  Paris  ;  and  on 
the  7th  March  a  general  embargo  through 
Spain  was  laid  on  all  Portuguefe  vcffels. 

The  Queen  of  Spain  died  on  the  26th 
February.  Provifions  in  France  were  re- 
markably plenty  and  cheap.  Orders  have 
been  given  to  Britifh  fliips  not  to  moleft 
the  Pruffian  flag.

Jenner,  forthe  bent  fit  lie  ha]  conferred 
upon  focitty  and  the  world  i  large,  by 
his  in\  eltigation  of  this  fo  peculiarly  mild 
ami  fafe  difcafe. 

In  this  warm  climate,  we  hvc  not  ob- 
ferved  any diffimilarity  of  fyr.ptoms  in 
the  progrefe  of  the  difeafe  fr>m  what  is 
ufual  in  Eijgland. 

The  governor  has  applied  t  the  court 
of  Madrid  to  obtain  liberty  tr  us  to  go 
there  to  iioculate  ;  and  it  is  prbable'that 
on  our  reiurn  to  England,  we  may  flop 
there  a  lltort  time.
